Halsey’s Carriers |

Carrier planes sank a Japanese 
subchaser, probably sank a heavy. 
cruiser, damaged a light cruiser 
and three destroyers in Manila 
bay Saturday to heap higher Ja. | 
pan’s naval disaster in the far | 
western Pacific, Pacific fleet head- 
quarters announced yesterday. 


The planes winged from flattops 
of Adm. Halsey’s Third Fleet, 
which only a little over two weeks 
ago helped sink 24 warships and 
probably sank or darnaged 36 
others in the second battle of the 
Philippines sea. 

The Saturday raiders hit sev- 
eral cargo ships and destroyed 191 
planes in surprise raids on Ma- 
nila and southern Luzon, to the 
north of Gen. MacArthur's in- 
vasion armies on Leyte and 
Samar, 

Preliminary reports also show 
that “much damage”. was done to 
five airfields in the raids Satur- 
day, Adm. Nimitz reported in a 
communique yesterday. 

58 PLANES. DOWNED 


The Japanese rushed 80 inter- 
ceptors into the air over Clark 
Field in an effort to turn back the 
American fighter, torpedo and 
dive bomber planes, but 58 enemy | 
gircraft were shot down.

Women Or Soldiers 
May Hold Balance

The 1944 political slugging tapered to an inconclusive 
end last night, and today the votes of some 44,000,000 Ameri- 
cans will pick a wartime President. 


With those millions of voters, 
conscious of war, aware that peace 
must be made to endure, rested 
the decision between Republica: 
Thomas E. Dewey, bidding for th 
nation’s highest office, and Demo 
crat Franklin D. Roosevelt, who 
already has held it 12 years. 

The polling places, 130,000 of 
them, are opening as early as 5 
a. m., Atlanta time, to the march 
of the voters. The last ones close 
17 hours later. 

In the interval, the political for- 
tunes of 1,114 candidates—for 
president, vice president, gover- 
nor, senate and house—will be set- 
tled. But it may be days or 
weeks before America knows all 
the men who will direct her desti- 
nies for the next four years. 


GI's MAY DECIDE 


The soldier vote, estimated at 
3,462,000, may be the controlling 
factor in a close, bitterly fought 
campaign.

Dem- 
ocratic Chairman Robert E. Han- 
negan still insisted Dewey would 
capture fewer than the 10 states 
which went Republican in 1940.

ALBANY, Nov. 6.—(UP)—Gov. 
Dewey tonight wound up his presi- 
dential campaign with an appeal 
for a Republican victory in tomor- 
row’s national election “to shorten 
the war,” “strengthen” home-front 
support of the armed forces and 
lay the groundwork for postwar 
peace and prosperity.

“The question is no longer—do 
we dare to make a change in ad- 
ministration,” Dewey declared. 
“The question is: Do we dare not 
te make a change when our own 
everyday experience, and the tes- 
yy of me rh es and ears cries 
ou atac ge is desperate! 
needed.” ‘ 
URGES ALL TO VOTE 

Dewey’s speech,. urging that 


was

desk in the study of the 75-year- 
old red brick executive mansion 
to which he was elected just two 
years ago. 

He posed three questions which 
he urged voters to ask themselves 
as they enter the secrecy of the 
polling booth.

“How can I help secure lasting 
peace? 

“How can I help give us jobs 
and opportunity in the years that 
lie beyond our victory?” 

The answer, he continued, lies 
in a Republican victory. 

Reminding his audience that he 
has pledged that a “change in our 
civilian government will mean no 
change in the military conduct of 
the war,” Dewey paid tribute to 
Gen. Marshall and Adm, King for 
their direction of troops and strat- 
egy as well as the field work of 
Gens. Eisenhower, Arnold, and 
MacArthur and Adms. Nimitz and 
Halsey. | 

“Their hands will be strength- 
ened by the end of civilian confu- 
sion in Washington,” he promised.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—(?)—Voters in 31 states will choose 
governors in tomorrow’s elections, and several states also will ballot 
‘on public policy questions that have attracted national interest. 


For example, Nebraska will de- 
cide in a referendum whether to 
adopt statewide prohibition.

-souri is to vote on a» proposed 
unicameral legislature. “In New 
Jersey, the electors will settle a 
hot argument over adopton of a 
brand-new constitution. 

And in California, Arkansas 
and Florida, there wi!l be widely 
watched tesiw of popular senti- 
ment on proposals to outlaw the 
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closed shop by providing that no 
person shall be denied employ- 
ment in those states because of af- 
filiation or non-affiliation with a 
labor union.

Assassinated

CAIRO, Nov. 6.—(UP)—Lord 
Moyne, British resident minister 


to the Middle East, was assassi- 
nated today by two men who shot 
him in the neck, stomach and leg 
as he stepped from his automo- 
bile. 


The assassins were stripped and 
almost lynched by an angry mob. 
Moyne was taken to a hospital, 
where he died tonight. 


The murderous attack on the 64- 
| year-old British diplomat was the 
first on any high-ranking official 
in Egypt during the war. 


Identity of the assailants was 
not disclosed immediately, but an 
official broadcast tonight over a 
nation-wide Egyptian state net- 
work asserted that they definitely 
were not Egyptians. 

It was believed generally that 
the assault was not motivated by 
personal animosity but was rather 
an attack on the British govern- 
ment Moyne represented as a Brit- 
ish minister, 


Witnesses said the assailants 
fired rapidly at the veteran diplo- 
mat as he alighted from his auto- 
mobile near the steps leading to 
his house in Zamalek, fashionable 
quarter near the center of the city. 
The men then attempted to escape 
on bicycles. 


Amin Abdullah, Egyptian con- | 
stable, attempted to halt the as- 
sassins, who opened fire at him. 
Abdullah returned the fire with

pen again.” 

“Like a great light in a darkened 
world shines the nearly unanimous 
determination of our people to join 
together with the people of other 
nations in setting up a world or- 
ganization for peace,” he said.

Declaring that the decisions 
made at Teheran for joint blows 
of the United Nations against Ger- 
many had been carried out with 
“astonishing exactness,” the Soviet 
leader said “There is no doubt 
that without the organization of 
the second front which pinned 
down 75 divisions of the Germans, 
our troops would not have been 
able in so short a space of time to 
break down the resistance of the 
German troops and drive them 
from the Soviet Union. 


“Thus it is equally without 
doubt,” he added, “that without 
the mighty operations of the Red 
Army in the summer of this year 
which pinned down some 200 Ger- 
man divisions, the troops of our 
Allies would not have been able 
so quickly to deal with the Ger- 
man troops and throw them out 
of the area of middle Italy, France 
and Belgium.” 

Stalin said Russian armies had 
destroyed 120 Nazi divisions dur- 
ing the year and that “only 204 
German and non-German divi-

He said 30 German divisions 
now were cut off in the Baltic 
states and were being hammered 
to pieces.

Thirty-one states pick governors 
today. Executives of 19. of those 
states now are Republicans. The 
other dozen have Democratic ad- 
ministrations. 

Thirty-five senate seats, 22 now 
held by Democrats and 13 by Re- 
publicans, are at stake. There are 
432 house seats to be filled. The 
voters have 919 candidates to pick 
from. 

Republicans say they have the 
best chance in a dozen years of re- 
gaining control of congress.. Their 
prospect of capturing the house 
depends on holding their present 
212 members and adding six more 
for the 218 that means a mathe- 
matical edge. 

‘Democrats contend, however, 
that the. presidential race will 
have its effect on congressional 
contests to an extent sufficient to 
increase the party’s slim margin 
of control. 

To get control of the senate, Re- 
publicans would have to keep 
their present strength and win 25 
of this year’s 35 contests. 
NEBRASKA PROHI VOTE— 

America and the world will be 
eyeing senate races because of the 
importance of treaty ratifying 
powers inthe post world. 

The sphere of i t is much 
narrower for 126 proposed amend- 
ments to state constitutions, ref- 
erenda, and the like, which face 
a test in 30 states. Nebraska, for 
instance, is deciding whether to 
go back to prohibition. Missouri 
is voting on a unicameral legis- 
lature, like Nebraska’s.

The first reports of Mr. Morgenthau’s rejected plan to de- 
industrialize Germany for the purpose of destroying her power 
and make war were published on September 22—about a month 
after Mr. Dewey himself had proposed to strip Germany of her 
control of the rich industrial area of the Ruhr for precisely the 


same purpose. 


By that time the German armies which Mr. Dewey envisages 
as in “headlong retreat” had already stopped the Russians at 
Warsaw. By that time they were already battering the British 
expeditionary force at Arnhem and checking the only bold Al- 
lied maneuver which alone might have brought a quick end to 


the western war. 


By that time Hitler had already purged his defeatest generals 
and pledged Germany to fight to the kill. - 

By that time “the Nazi propagandists” were already in full 
blast with charges far better calculated to arouse German fears 
than ejther Mr. Morgenthau’s plan or Mr. Dewey’s plan for Ger- 
man industry—charges that the Allies intend either to enslave 
or to emasculate the male population of Germany. By that time 
(Hitler’s decree of July 25) even the school children of Ger- 
many had been mobilized for a war to the bitter end. 

The Germans are now doing what every other nation has 


done or would do in the same 


circumstances: they are fighting 


hard in defense of an actual invasion of their own homeland. 
When Mr. Dewey attributes this hard defense to some proposals 
of Mr. Roosevelt’s secretary of the treasury he makes a charge 
which, for the sake both of our unity at home and the morale 
of our troops in the field, had better never have been made.

The Chinese high command re- 
ported the halting of one of three 
Japanese columns driving toward 
Liuchow, site of the last Ameri- 
can air base in eastern China, Chi- 
nese forces stopped the Japanese 
45 miles north of the Kwangs! 
province rail center after the en- 
emy spearhead by-passed and iso- 
lated Yungfu, rail town 33 miles 
south of Kweilin. 

The Chinese communique said 
the Japanese were thrown back at 
Kweilin with “heavy casuaities.” 
The invaders are battling in the 
suburbs on three sides of Kweilin 
where a major advanced U. S. air- 
base was blown up last week by 
American forces as the enemy ap- 
proached.

Best Chance Since 1931 
Facing Party Today; 
Now Holding 212 Seats 


NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—(UP)— 
The fight for control of the na- 
tional house of representatives 


4 |promises to be the most closely 


contested since 1930 and it offers 
the Republicans their best chance 
to recapture the house leadership 
since they yielded it to the Demo- 
crats in 1931. 

Republicans have insisted that 
they would win ‘control whatever 
the outcome of the presidential 


contest, 
been mindful of the fact that the 
party which elects the president 
normally increases its house mem- 
bership. This pattern has been fol- 
lowed in every election, except 
that of 1916, since the War Be- 
tween the States. ' 

In elections since 1941, the Re- 
publicans have whittled down the 
slim Democratic margin until the 
count now stands 214 Democrats, 
212 Republicans, four minor party 
members and five vacancies. 

NO SUBSTANTIAL SHIFTS 


Reports from around the coun- 
try have,given no _ indication of 
any substantial shifts in the party 
alignment by states except per- 
haps in Ohio and Connecticut 
where some political observers 
have conceded the Democrats a 
chance to gain three or four seats 
in each state. 

However, such changes might 
occur in other states giving a 
heavy majority to either of the 
presidential nominees. 

The Republicans are expected 
to gain a seat in Minnesota’s ninth 
district, where incumbent Rep. 
Hagen has shifted from the Farm- 
er-Labor to the Republican col- 
umn. They also are expected to 
pick up a seat in Wisconsin's sec- 
ond district, where the incumbent, 
Rep. Sauthoff, is the Progressive 
party nominee for senator. 

Sixty of the nominees for the 
435 seats—including Maine’s three 
Republicans, who were re-elected 
two months ago—were assured of 
re-election. Fifty-one Democrats, 
most of them in the south, five Re- 
publicans and one minor party 
candidate—Rep. Marcantonio, N. 
Y., American Labor party—have 
no opposition. 

INTEREST ON FISH 

National interest will be focused 
on the contest involving Rep. Fish, 
Republican, New York, who has 
been attacked as an isolationist, 
although the outcome will not af- 
fect the party lineup. His oppo- 


nent is Augustus W. Bennet, who | 
lost the Republican nomination to. 


Fish in the primary. Bennet has 
the Democratic, American Labor, 
Good Government and Liberal 
party nominations, but has an- 
nounced he will serve as a Repub- 
lican if @lected. 

Nominees in other states include 
a well-known. playwright, an ac- 
tress and an author.

"Cease and Desist Discriminatory Rates” 


Governor Ellis Arnall, Attorney Gen- 
eral Grady Head and staff, and the state 
of Georgia yesterday won for the south 
and the nation the first round of what 
easily might be one of the great historic 
battles for justice and for development 
of the south. 


The supreme court of the United States 
Monday accepted jurisdiction in the suit 
filed by the state of Georgia against 21 
railroads serving the south and ordered 
them to show cause by December 11 why 
Governor Arnall should not be permitted 
to file before that eourt a suit for dam- 
ages in the amount of $11,000,000 and also 
why they should not “cease and desist dis- 
criminatory rates.” 


Thus, in one suit, the Governor of 
Georgia and the attorney general have ad- 
vanced the almost century-old complaint 
of the south to the solemn consideration of 
the nation’s highest tribunal. 


For at least half a century the south 
has agitated about it. In recent months 
the west, which suffers the same dis- 
crimination, has aroused to the fight and 
joined in protest. For years the south 
waited patiently on the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to remedy obvious dis- 
crimination. 


It was not until Governor Arnall got 
into action that it was learned the ICC 
realiyshas little or nothing to do with fix- 
ing rates. The railroads themselves, 
through a vast, interlocking combination 
of organizations, fix rates and submit 
them. Rate-fixing was an almost exclu- 
sive property of the railroads themselves 
and Governor Arnall was able to show 
that when one railroad refused to join in 
these decisions it was “punished” and 
whipped back into line. 


The southern governors had taken the 
subject up each year. Governor Arnall 
listened one year. The next year he de- 
cided to act. The state of Georgia owns a 
railread, the Western and Atlantic. Gov- 
ernor Arnall, declaring there was no way 
to estimate the damage done southern in- 
dustry and development, arranged a law- 
suit. The railroads laughed and so, for 
that matter did most members of the 
Southern Governors’ Conference. 


The Governor and the attorney gen- 
eral’s staff worked out a suit and filed it. 
The court had then to decide whether it 
would accept jurisdiction. 


This it has done. No longer now may 
the railreads say that the public simply 
is unable to understand rates and argue 
there is no discrimination. The suit will 
be heard. 


If it is won, as Governor Arnall be- 
lieves it will be won, the south and the 
west eventually will be able to compete 
industrially with other sections now in 
the “official territory.” ~ 


The decision to hear the suit comes 
Jate in the war and sMould have a pro- 
found influence in causing industry now 
concentrated in the east, to decentralize 
and move south. It should speed up what 
the Ford company has announced and 
what other large motor companies are 
known to be planning. 


It is a great first-round victory. It is 
a tribute to the Governor’s ability as a 
lawyer, and it is a tribute likewise to the 
attorney general and his staff, and it is 
an even greater testimonial to the Gover- 
nor’s tenacity as a fighter and his deter- 
mination to protect the interests of this 
state and the south.

“I seriously think,” he said, “that if Dewey makes personal 
appearances he will, after his first speech, slowly but surely lose 
ground. His best chance lies in measured discussion and keeping 
out of public view.” 

I have thought of that often and I use it to open this piece for 
election day morning because I believe his prediction has come 
true. Believing as I do that Dewey will be soundly defeated, I 
think it but fair to explain why in advance of the election. When 
one waits until afterwards there is always the charge that hind- 
sight is easy to come by. 

I think it must be true that the Republicans themselves bitterly 
are disappointed in Mr. Dewey. He did not measure up. I know, 
from my own list of acquaintances and friends, most of whom are 
anti-Roosevelt, that many of them wanted to go along with Dewey 
and did stay with him through two or three speeches. 


His speeches were all right for those whose judgment has been 
so warped by hatred that they are irrational. They cheer the words 
“dishonest,” “crook,” and so on. They liked it when Mr. Dewey, 
with great callousness, charged the administration with prolonging 
the war and bringing death to our soldiers. They liked it when 
he poured it on, as we say. 

But those sort of people are not the American people. They are, 
we may be thankful, but a small part of the American people and 
they are a negligible segment of the people. ° 

The American people were listening to Mr. Dewey and it is 
my guess they turned away from him by the thousands after each 
speech he made. The people had thought rather well of Thomas 
E. Dewey. But he revealed himself to be really a little man with 


no reference to his physical make-up. 

: : If Mr. Dewey loses, as I believe he will, his 
Organization defeat will be a very interesting chapter in our 
political histories of the future. 

Here was a candidate who had a number of real issues. The 
public. had a very good opinion of him because of his record as a 
prosecutor and an administrator in the Governor’s office. True, 
not much was known about him. True, he had-almost no intimate 
friends. True, those who had worked with him said, “Tom Dewey 
is the sort of fellow you have got to know well before you can 
dislike him.” But all this the general public didn’t know. It 
thought well of him. 

Mr. Roosevelt was vulnerable in many places. But these Mr. 
Dewey ignored. In his first speech he began well. He admitted 
his own belief in the social security measures established by the 
Roosevelt administration. He announced his own belief in the SEC 
and in most of the bureaus in existence. 

He immediately was attacked from within his own party. The 
Chicago Tribune took him sharply to task, assuring him he had 
lost votes. The New York Daily News and the Washington Times- 
Herald followed suit. So did a number of smaller newspapers. 


From then on Thomas E. Dewey seemed a harassed, angry, 
bitter man who. lost stature every time he spoke. He attempted, 
in his various speeches, to create a gulf between this country and 
the Italian people. He did the same thing with the Polish problem 
and people. He waded into more prejudice and, for the first time 
since the Al Smith campaign, the people saw religious prejudice 
dragged in by a candidate for President. In that campaign against 
Al Smith, in which Georgia stood firm against bigotry, the Re- 
publican candidate left that prejudice to his minor speakers. But 
int’ this one we had the shocking spectacle of the nominee himself, 
Thomas E. Dewey, seeking to create religious prejudice. Mr. 
Roosevelt, as I said, had his vulnerable points. But Dewey ignored 
them, attacking on the more sensational and obviously untrue 
charges of “killing American boys” and “doing nothing at all’’ to 


prepare us for war. 

Mr. Dewey’s campaign was well arranged 
And 50, Today along the line it took. The use of a special 
announcer, a trained news broadcaster, reading blown-up prop- 
aganda items as if they were legitimate news items, was very good. 

His campaign, once they, discarded the starting plan as they 
opened in San Francisco, was an excellent “pour-it-on,” “give-him- 
hell” campaign. A lot of money was spent on it. Indeed, the 
figures show the Republicans have spent almost twice as much as 
the Democrats. And that does not include the local costs where 
the Republicans have expended, in radio and advertising time, 
about three times as much, 

But, in my opinion, the American people wanted to know what 
Dewey had in mind.. What were his plans? What did he propose 
to do? What were his ideas? 

They never heard. They don’t know now. : 

Mr. Dewey, in the hands of so many persons, grew more and 
more harassed and more and more reckless. | 

That is why I think the American people will repudiate him.

- There is deep truth in ‘that ancient 
As the Twig Is Bent axiom, “‘As the twig is bent so the 
tree is inclined.” The directidn of man's character depends largely 
upon the impetus given to it in youth. 

The youth who starts life with the basic equipment of honesty 
and courage will, unless there is some explosive emotional diver- 
sion, continue to the end as a good man and a dependable citizen. 
He will change, with the years, to be sure, but the change will 
always be in the direction whence he started, even better and finer. 

On the other hand, the youth who starts life with false con- 
ception of values will, if not halted on his path, become ever more 
deeply tainted with evil. He, too, will change, but for the worse. 
Hence the vital importance of centering chief effort for individual 
refoxm during the early years of life. A man need not be very 


old before it is too late. 

There is a strong parallel between men and 
The Parallel nations in this question of character and change. 
You can see it running through all history. The nation which for- 
gets honor and human rights, quickly becomes a menace and @ 
threat to all humanity. A; 

The German nation has been, for more than a century, the 

basic cause of warfare in Europe. It is because there is in the 
+ German nation a leaven of militarism .which has turned a people 
which once was peaceful into a nation lustful for conquest, a nation 
covered with the blood of the innocent. 

Prussian militarism has not only gained control of the German 
nation in the ostensible sense, it has warped the entire manner of 
thought, the character of that people.. The nation has found its 
greatest pride in its armies, it has rejoiced in quick slaughter of 
weak and helpless neighbors, and it hus glorified its military lead- 
ers above all others. 

German militarism was a foul thing a century ago. It was more 
ruthless in 1914, but it took the screamings of a Hitler to lead into 
the ultimate beastliness in 1939. 

The problem facing all the world is the problem of change in 
the course of German character development. It has become more 
evil through the years until today it has reached the nadir of crimi- 
nality, but the world can know no safety until German character is, 
somehow, turned to the upward course, so that future evolution 
of the German race will eventually make it fit for association with 
decent peoples. 

Perhaps the destruction now being showered upon Germany, the 
death descending upon her people, will provide the emotional shock 


necessary if the nation is to be saved. 

And the J avs Again, in Japan, it is because the military caste 
Pp has taken control of government that Tokyo 

has gone mad with impossible dreams of battle conquest. The 

difference in manner of thought between Occident and Orient may 

make it more difficult to start Japan on the road to reform, than 

to start Germany on the same path. 

One thing is true. Both have sunk so low in the ethical scale, 
as nations, that it will be centuries before either can hope to catch 
up with the free nations in that spiritual evolution which is the 
only true road along which mankind can march to the coming 
perfect day. 

None now alive can live to see a reformed Germany or a re- 
formed Japan, for it is a task which must wait for ultimate achieve- 
ment upon many generations yet to come. 

But if we believed that never can these, and all other peoples, 
rise to decency, everythhing true and everything good in which 
mankind has ever believed would thereby be proven false.

For Rules 


A well-known politician once 
asked the rhetorical question: 
“What is the constitution between 
friends?” Another, who had great- 
er power, once said in effect: 
“This law is needed. You should 
pass it even if you believe it un- 
constitutional.” 


As America cheered when an 
Army officer in Australia solved 
a delicate problem by buying and 
tearing down houses that were in 
his way, so a great number ap- 
proved the advice of the politician. 
It seemted “typically American.” 
Cut the red tape; get the thing 
done. 

People who had little knowledge 


of the law, and no understanding 
of its theory, made such comment 
as this: “We are dealing with con- 
ditions, not theories. The constitu- 
tion is only a plan of government, 
and should be disregarded if it 
forbids laws that are needed. We 
must not have more re for an 
ancient piece of paper for liv- 
ing people.” (They ignored the 
fact that the constitution can be 
changed by lawful methods when 
the people desire.) 

Their want of respect for the 
constitution pleased thoughtless 
partisans, but alarmed people who 
understand that neither individ- 
uals or nations can have a secure 
and orderly and satisfying life 
without some kind of absolute on 
which to build. There must be a 
starting point, a foundation, a 
standard; something utterly trust- 
worthy and unvarying and sure, 


All gn ay in all ages have rec- 
ognized this need. The ancients 
had their gods, whose will was in- 
terpreted by priests, and thus the 
priests became the law. Whether 
they ruled alone or co-operated 
with a chief or king, they were 
the foundation of order and se- 
curity—the absolute on which all 
community life was based. 

The absolute of Christendom is 
the Savior—the eternal founda- 
tion, the unfailing guide, the in- 
fallible standard by which to 
judge all conduct, all plans, all en- 
terprises, 

Without an absolute -there is in- 
evitable uncertainty, variableness, 
distrust, fear, conflict and eventu- 
al chaos. 

America’s absolute is the con- 
stitution, the fixed standard for 
all laws and the guide for all offi- 
cials; the safeguard of our liber- 
ties and the foundation of our gov- 


‘| ernment; the one sure and depend- 


able and lasting thing in our free 
civilization. 

Disregard or violate the consti- 
tution, and America would no 
longer have government by law, 
with established and dependable 
rules known to all, but govern- 
ment by men, which would mean 
government by whims and “direc- 
tives.” Today’s legal act would be 
a crime the next day, and no man 
would know what would be lawful 
or unlawful tomorrow. There is 
no security where one man’s will 
can change the law.

FDR Can Easily Get 
457 Electoral Votes 


WASHINGTON.—As the nation prepared to 
go to the polls in the first wartime election of 
a President in 80 years, most observers agree 
wn factors have emerged from the campaign to 
cast a certain element of doubt as to the final outcome. 
The first is the size and division of the labor vote. 
The second concerns the division of the service vote, its size 
now being fairly well known. - 
The third factor has to do with the attitude of the so-called 
silent vote, variously estimated at around 5 per cent of the total. 


Either one of these factors may be ¢apable of exercising a de 
cisive influence on the election. They could contrive to give Presi- 
dent Roosevelt a landslide victory, both in the electoral college and 
in popular votes; while, on the other hand, it is entirely possible 
that, working in the opposite direction, they could give Gov. Dewey 
the election by a narrow margin. 

Obviously if the silent vote were to swing in a body to Gov. 
Dewey, it would be capable of throwing to him a powerful block 
of electoral votes from some of the larger eastern and midland 
states where all of the polls have shown a closer division as be- 
tween the two major party candidates. 

Most of the experts, however, have been inclined to write off 
the silent vote as unimportant. It is generally supposed to be made 
up of the same kind of people who have been willing to express 
themselves one way or the other openly. On this basis, there is a 
disposition to divide the group evenly between Roosevelt and Dewey. 

As to the labor vote, no one disputes the claim that the over» 
whelming preponderance of support from this quarter will go to 
the President. But the size of the vote remains an quantity. 

All that is known is that there has been a great outpouring of 
voter registrations in the industrial centers of the country, and that 
various labor organizations, particularly the Political Action Come 
— of the CIO, have been highly active in getting people quali- 

ed to vote. : 

If it were possible to attribute all‘of this increased registration 
to pro-Roosevelt labor elements, then it could be assumed that the 
President was to be the beneficiary of the prospective turnout. And 
this would tend to leave little doubt: as to the outcome. 

But counterclaims have been put forward by the Republicans 
to the effect that much of the increased registration has pro- 
duced by their own activities. So it remains to be seen on which 
side the preponderance lies. Here the weight of evidence favors the 
fourth term. 

A little different question presents itself with respect to the 
soldier vote. Since laws prohibit the polling of the servicemen, 
about all that is known of the soldier vote is that it generally 
favors the President. Estimates vary all the way from a 60-40 divi- 
sion to a 3-to-1, preference for the President. 

In the event the election should be otherwise close enough, war 
ballots have been returned to control the outcome in a dozen ime 
portant pivotal states, as a canvass just made by the AP shows, 


If the most favorable assumption is made as regards the divi- 
sion of the soldier vote and the meaning of this greatly increased 
registration in industrial centers, only one conclusion is possible: 
that the President is headed for another victory matching or even 
exceeding the proportions of the 1940 contest. 

Some of the (apparently) best-balanced polls give the President 
a minimum of 202 electoral votes ftom these states: Alabama 
(11), Arizona (4), Arkansas (9), California (25), Florida (8), 
Georgia (12), Kentucky (11), Louisiana’ (10), Maryland (8), Mis 
sissippi (9), Montana (4), New Mexico (4), Nevada (3), North 
Carolina (14), South Carolina (8), Rhode Island (4), Tennessee 
(12), Texas (23), Utah (4), Virginia (11) and Washington (8). 

That leaves him only 64 short of the goal of 266, which is a 
bare majority. 

In each of the following states he is given an even or a better 
than even chance to win: New Hanipshire (4), Massachusetts (16), 
Connecticut (8), New York (47), New Jersey (16), Pennsylvania 
(35), Ohio (25), Michigan (19), Illinois (28), Minnesota (11), Mis 
souri (15), West Virginia (8), Oklahoma (10), Idaho (4), 

(6) and Deleware (3). 

Here are 255 additional electoral votes from which Mr. Roose 
velt must win 64 to carry the election. He could, easily enough, 
carry every one of these states to give him a total of 457 votes. 

The outpouring of the labor vote and the division of the war 
ballots may be the determining factors.

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FDR To Win, But Congress GOP 


WASHINGTON.—An anomaly 
in the flood of election forecasts 
over the weekend is that while the 
poll takers and political writers 

reponderantly favor President 

oosevelt’s chances, they tend 
even more strongly to the opinion 
that the Republicans will carry the 
national house of representatives 
and gain substantially in the sen- 
ate. 


As these findings indicate, while 
the voters are inclined to retain 
President Roosevelt to finish the 
war and negotiate peace they are 
more than ever determined to keep 
him hogtied, as he has been for 
two years past, by a hostile con- 
gress. | 

For example, a compendium of 
opinion from state political ex- 
perts, published in the pro-Roose- 
velt New York Times today, gives 
the President 332 probable elec- 
toral votes, as against 199 for Gov. 
Dewey, but prophesies Republican 
control of the house, 223 to 212, 
and a Republican gain of six to 
eight seats. 

Summing up the senatorial out- 
look, a Republican net gain of six 
seats appears fairly certain, and, 
if Gov. Dewey is elected Presi- 
dent, a gain of 12 seats, necessary 
to give the Republicans control, 
is possible, 

The only times in American his- 
tory that the house has failed to 
go with the presidency are 1848, 
when Zachary Taylor won on the 
Whig ticket, but the Democrats 
held the house, and 1876, when 
Rutherford B. Hayes, Republican, 
gained a doubtful majority of elec- 
tors, while the house went Demo- 


cratic by an over-all majority of 
46. In 1916, when Woodrow Wil- 
son was re-elected, the house stay- 
ed Democratic by a majority of 
one vote. ; 

The biggest factor pointing to 
Republican control of the house 
now is the spread of rural opposi- 
tion to the New Deal into the 
southern border states and the far 
west. Since the 1942 election, 
Democratic congressional repre- 
sentation from the northeastern 
seaboard and the middle west has 
come exclusively from districts 
preponderantly urban. This year 
the Republicans are likely to gain 
house seas in every southern. bor- 
der state—Maryland, West Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Missouri, Okla- 
homa—and they may dip into the 
solid south by taking one or two 
seats in Virginia and possibly one 
in North Carolina, 


In the far west the Republicans 
seem reasonably sure to gain seats 
in California and Washington, and 
they. may pick up one seat each in 
New Mexico, Montana, Utah and 
Idaho. 

Other states where the Repub- 
licans hope to gain one or more 
seats are Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Massachusetts and Michigan. : 

The Republicans may lose from 
one to four seats in Connecticut, 
two in Pennsylvania, and here and 
there others of their members are 
reported in danger. On the whole, 
however, the symptoms of congres- 
sional gain are ch stronger on 
the Republican than on the Demo- 
cratic side, and the Republicans 
already are within six votes of an 
over-all house majority.

A Final Word to Women Voters 


The votes of women will play a 
great role in today’s election, and 
it seems proper that a woman, 
deeply interested in our country’s 
present and future, and a firm be- 
liever in the common sense of her 
own sex, should address a few 
words to women voters. 


This is no ordinary election. No 
other country would have, or has 
held an election in the midst of 
this gigantic war. Britain, despite 
that there are many internal is- 
sues under discussion, has not had 
such an election, and will not hold 
one until the European phase of 
the war, at least, is over. Even 
from the opposition to the Church- 
ill government, there is no call 
for a general election, for our Al- 
lies feel that a campaign would 
create factionalism, and that a gov- 
ernment that has so successfully 
waged such a war can be trusted 
with ending it. 

But the American Constitution 

compels us to hold this national 
election. 
. It does not compel us, however, 
to take into the polling booth our 
habitual party affiliations and 
customary attitudes of mind. Not 
only should every one of us vote, 
but every one of us should pray 
before she votes. And every one 
of us should enter the polling 
booth, rfot as Republitan nor Dem- 
ocrat, but as a patriot, conscious 
of the fact that our nation is 
waging a war and preparing for a 
peace, 

As never before, a solemnity, 
and a great responsibility attends 
this political act, .so often lightly 
performed, As a soldier, who go- 
ing into a decisive battle frees him- 
self of prejudices, antipathies, and 
even solicitude for his own life, so 
we must enter the polling booth 
unburdened of every personal pet- 
ty thought. 

We must see things in proper 
scale and proportion. That is the 
first necessity. 

Every sort of argument has been 
brought into this campaign, and 
new ones will be introduced in the 
last minute, 

I think it well to disregard last- 
minute arguments. Toward the 
end of every campaign, when one 
candidate or the other feels that 
he may be losing ground, he and 
his partisans redouble their 
charges, their excesses in accusa- 
tions, exploit last-minute news 
items, and paint their opponents 
as national menaces. This is the 
pattern of all American campaigns, 
and it is not different, even in this 
most historic one. 

The issues on which we vote 
have to be assessed in the right 
order. 

The first most vital question 
which we must ask ourselves is: 
Do we wish to change the adminis- 
tration, from top to bottom, at the 
climax of a world war? 

Whatever the arguments we 
must see clearly that this is the 
issue. We must ask ourselves: 
Is it wise or unwise, to remove 
the chief executive, the State De- 
partment, all cabinet officials, in- 
cluding the secretaries of War and 
Navy, and reshuffle their subordi- 
nates at this moment? 

Every one who votes against the 
administration must know that 
this is the consequence of his vote. 
We are absolutely free to make 
that decision, but we must know 
exactuy what decision we are 
making. 

And in connection with this 
question, we must ask our sclves: 
Will this hastep the end of the 
war, or postpone it? Will this 
consolidate our war effort, or dis- 
rupt it? 

And we must think not only of 
our own war effort, but bear in 
mind that our effort is tightly knit 
together with the war effort and 
policies of all the United Nations, 
and particularly of the three who 
bear almost the entire burden of 
this war: Ourselves, Great Britain, 
and the Soviet Union. 

We must ask ourselves: Will a 
change of administration strength- 
en our relations with these Allies, 
or tend to set them adrift? Will 
it interrupt negotiations carried on 
with our Allies for years? Might 
it mean that we would have to 
start everything over again, or 
some things over again? Would it 
disrupt personal contacts, always 
important in diplomatic affairs? 
Would it create any confusions or 
doubts as to our policies in the 
minds of the leaders of Britain and 
the Soviet Union? Would it cause 
a reconsideration of their own 
policies? 

We must also ask ourselves, as 


immediately next in the scale of 


importance: Are we satisfied with 
the conduct of this war? If we 
are dissatisfied, to what extent are 
we dissatisfied, and does our dis- 
satisfaction overweigh other fac- 
tors? Are the responsible cabinet 
officials handling the war well? 
Is the financial administration of 
the war satisfactory?: Is industry 
doing a good job? Is labor doing 
a good job? Are our troops get- 
ting all they need? 

And, finally, the speculation as 
to which candidate and adminis- 
tration might provide the larger 
number of postwir jobs will come 
into our minds, but as lower in the 
scale of important questions. And 
below that, matters of future tax- 
ation, postwar domestic policies, 
etc. 

They must come lower, because 
they depend on the higher. 

I shall stand before the voting 
machine, only as an American. 
And so, I think, will every other 
woman.

Good Clergyman 
Holds Interest 


(“You must fill the pulpit be- 
fore you’ can fill the church,” 
runs a wise old adage. The first 
task of a successful clergyman 
is to deliver interesting sermons 
that are dramatic and narrative 
in nature, so the people eager- 
ly sit on the edge of the pews 
to avoid missing a single word.) 


CASE E-202: Harry S., aged 34, 
is a clergyman, 

“IT want you to send Harry some 
of your psychological bulletins,” 
his mother-in-law wrote to me. 


“He is a brilliant young man 
but can’t Stem to unbend among 
those who have had less educa- 
tion than himself. 

“He doesn’t know how to talk 
the language of the people, but is 
stiff and formal and, I am sorry 
to admit, rather boring. He puts 
his parishioners to sleep. 


“Besides, he isn’t sociable. At a 
reception or party he_ stands 
around, looking stiff and formal. 

“He worries over this dilemma, 
and wants to do the best for his 
people, but just doesn’t seem to 
know how. For 10 years he has 
made no advancement, but is still 
stationed at small churches. 


“His wife has helped him a 
great deal to overcome his shy- 
ness, but she can’t be his spokes- 
man. I’ve been reading your col- 
umn here at Miami, and think you 
would do him a lot of good if 
you’d mail him a set of your bul- 
letins appropriate for clergymen.” 


DIAGNOSIS 


Harry’s mother-in-law is a sen- 
sible woman, and has probably 
analyzed her son-in-law’s chief 
faults. 

There are still too many clergy: 
men like him. Intelligent young 
men, with excellent college edu- 
cation or seminary training, they 
try to make preaching a formal, 
scholarly affair. 

To them, a good sermon consists 
of 30 minutes of dry, heavy state- 
ments of theology. Their sermons 
thus have scarcely any more hu- 
man interest value than a 30-min- 
ute recitation of various theorems 
of geometry. 

The secret of an _ interesting 
speech or sermon is to document 
each abstract, statement with a 
narrative or story that clearly ex- 
plains it so that any fifth-grader 
can get the point. 

Moréover, people are perennial- 
ly interested in stories, so the nar- 
ratives will keep them awake. 

Pick your text or main theme. 
Then dig up a series of stories 
that will illustrate and amplify 
your thesis, but that will also move

It was 
Randall who raced 50 yards from scrimmage against Auburn 
to set up Jones’ field goal kick for victory. And it’s been Mel- 
ton who has been running hard and elusively in recent re- 
lief roles. 

At right halfback, Joltin’ Joe Renfroe, a 212-pound veteran of 
Ft. Myers, Fla.; fleet-footed Harry Robinson, who transferred from 
Vanderbilt in midseason 1943, and Ray Arthur, a freshman who 
plays left or right halfback as needed, pack a lot of power, speed 
and versatility.

FDR Jibes 
Fish in Final 
Valley Tour 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., Nov. 6.— 
(?)—President Roosevelt toured 
his own Hudson valley neighbor- 
hood this afternoon confidently 
predicting his re-election tomorrow 
and casting his usual campaign 
barbs at Rep. Hamilton Fish, New 
York Republican congressman. 

The President made a 75-mile 
trip through six Hudson valley 
communities, riding the distance 
in an open car. He was bundled 
in a fur-collared overcoat to pro 
tect him from the cold, bleak 
weather. 

Secretary of the Treasury More 
genthau made the trip with him, 

The President did not discuss 
the issues of the fourth-term cam- 
paign, but at most stops he spoke 
ww his administration's war rec- 
ord. 

Speaking at the Poughkeepsie 
courthouse at the close of the day 
he said: * 

“I hope tomorrow it will be 
said in this country that the war 
has been’ conducted constitution- 
ally and with the approval of the 
people.. I hope that will be said 
—and I think it will be.” 

He told the Poughkeepsie crowd 
he was sure that after January 20 
—end of the third term —the 
| “President of the United States 
will still live in Dutchess county, 
New York.” 
| Mr. Roosevelt remarked that the 
| crowds which greeted him Mm New- 
burgh and Kingston were “two or 
three times bigger” than those 
_which turned out for his election- 
eve tour four years ago. 

Three times during the day he 
|brought Rep. Fish into his re 
marks. | 
_ At Newburgh, Kinston and again 
at Ploughkeepsie the President con- 
gratulated the New York legisla- 
ture for redistricting the state and 
taking Dutchess county aut of 
Fish's district, effective after this 
year. 

“Hamilton Fish won't be my 
congressman after the first of Jan- 
uary,” he told a cheering crowd at 
Kingston. Later at Poughkeepsie 
he repeated the same thing with: 
out mentioning Fish by name, and 
added: “My friends, there’s more 
than one way of getting rid of a 
congressman.” 

The President’s long, chilling 
ride through Hudson valley com- 
munities—a trip -that has become 
a Roosevelt tradition on the eve of 
elections—took practically all aft- 
ernoon, It was getting dark when 
the tour ended at Poughkeepsie 
where Mr. Roosevelt referred “to 
the afternoon as “a sentimental 
journey . .. among my neighbors.” 

At almost every stop the Presi- 
dent—in one way or another—ex- 
pressed confidence that he would 
defeat Gov. Dewey tomorrow. 

“I'm back again, still going 
strong,” he fold a crowd at Beacon. 
“And I hope to come back, and I 
think I am going to, for an occa. 
sional trip from Washington, D. C. 
For the next four years.” 

At Kingston he said much the 
same thing. “I hope that in the 
next four years when I come back 
for an occasional week-end at 
hme from Washington, that I will 
be able to come over here and see 
you all,” he said. 

Once in the late afternoon the 
President’s motorcade pulled off 
the highway at a road-side lunch 
stand and the chief executive and 
Morgenthau ate a couple of hot 
dogs apiece.
